SOUTH  BAPTIST  CHUKCH,  OF  BOSTON 


ITS  ORIGIN. 


The  origin  of  this  church  is  traced  to  a  prayer  meeting 
established  by  Deacon  Jacob  Flinn  in  1825.  Moving 
into  South  Boston  and  finding  in  this  part  of  the  city  no 
Baptist  church,  and  but  little  evangelical  preaching,  he 
resolved  to  hold  a  Christian  prayer  meeting.  Encour- 
aged in  his  purposes  by  his  wife,  whose  attachment  and 
devotion  to  the  cause  deserve  special  mention,  he  opened 
his  house  for  the  worship  of  God,  and  meetings  were 
sustained  for  more  than  a  year  with  few  interruptions. 
God  owned  the  effort  by  blessing  it  to  the  conversion 
of  souls.  Amid  many  discouragements,  and  in  spite 
of  much  coldness  from  members  of  other  evangelical 
churches,  Deacon  Flinn  persevered  in  his  enterprise,  and 
for  many  years  remained  a  firm  supporter  of  the  new 
interest.  The  memory  of  him  is  Messed.  An  interrup- 
tion of  the  good  feeling  which  had  for  a  time  been  man- 
ifested in  sustaining  "  The  Union  Prayer  Meeting"  was 
providentially  overruled  to  promote  the  cause.  Deacon 
Flinn   invited  Rev.    George   Evans,   then    engaged   in 
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missionary  work  in  the  destitute  sections  of  the  city,  to 
preach  an  evening  lecture  in  South  Boston.  This  was 
in  the  Spring  of  1827,  and  resulted  in  the  maintenance, 
for  three  months,  of  a  weekly  lecture  in  the  Congrega- 
tionalist  house  of  worship,  which  was  kindly  tendered  to 
the  use  of  the  Baptists.  Mr.  George  Evans,  Mr.  Ensign 
Lincoln,  and  several  neighboring  Pastors  sustained  the 
service.  The  meetings  were  attended  by  the  commu- 
nity, and  a  favorable  impression  was  made  for  the  new 
interest.  It  being  found  desirable  to  procure  another 
place  of  meeting,  a  house  previously  occupied  by  the 
Methodists  was  purchased  by  Deacon  Samuel  Hill,  and 
rented  to  the  Baptists  for  their  use.  It  was  opened  July 
5,  1827,  and  continued  to  be  their  place  of  meeting  till 
April,  1830.  Preaching  was  sustained  in  this  house 
under  the  patronage  of  the  "  Boston  Baptist  Evangelical 
Society,"  and  the  names  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Ropes,  Ball, 
Wing,  Collier  and  Mr.  Ensign  Lincoln  deserve  honorable 
mention  for  their  efforts  to  build  up  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  here. 

ITS  FORMATION  INTO  A  BRANCH  CHURCH. 

In  the  Spring  of  1828,  the  formation  of  a  new  Baptist 
Church  was  discussed,  and  a  petition  was  at  once  pre- 
sented .to  the  "  Federal  Street  Baptist  Church,"  to  be 
constituted  a  Branch  of  the  same.  At  a  meeting  of  that 
church  held  July  31,  1828,  articles  were  adopted  to 
regulate  the  connection  and  cooperation  of  the  church 
and  its  Branch.  On  the  28th  of  August  following,  that 
church  held  a  meeting  in  the  chapel  in  South  Boston, 
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and  nineteen  members  having  approved  and  accepted 
these  articles,  were  duly  formed  into  a  Branch,  and 
recognized  as  such  by  appropriate  public  services.  Rev. 
Howard  Malcom  preached  the  sermon  from  Heb.  10 : 
23-25. 

ITS    CONSTITUTION    INTO    AN    INDEPENDENT    CHURCH. 

Having  received  the  approbation  of  the  Federal  Street 
Church  on  March  4,  1831,  the  Branch  resolved  to  be- 
come an  independent  body,  and  was  constituted  and 
recognized  as  such  with  fifty-two  members,  March  27th. 
Religious  services  were  held  on  the  occasion.  Rev. 
Howard  Malcom,  as  before,  preached  the  sermon ;  Dr. 
Sharp  gave  the  hand  of  fellowship,  and  Eev.  Mr.  Knowles 
addressed  the  church.  The  newly  constituted  church 
began  its  independent  career  with  fasting  and  prayer. 
A  Tract  Society  was  soon  formed,  and  a  Sabbath  School 
was  well  sustained.  To  this  day  the  church  holds  to  its 
original  Articles  of  Faith,  in  the  belief  that  they  are 
supported  in  full  by  the  Word  of  God. 

ITS  PRESENT  HOUSE  OF  WORSHIP. 

Soon  after  the  formation  of  the  Branch  church,  efforts 
were  made  to  obtain  a  more  commodious  house  of  wor- 
ship, which  proved  successful,  save  in  entailing  a  debt 
upon  the  church  of  thirty-three  years'  duration.  The 
house  now  occupied  by  the  church  was  dedicated  July 
22,  1830.  The  frame  of  it  was  that  of  the  house 
previously  occupied  by  the  First  Baptist  Church,  then

about  to  erect  a  larger  one  for  their  own  use.  The 
house  has  undergone  repairs  at  different  times,  though 
not  until  recently  has  it  been  fully  paid  for.  Even  in 
the  days  of  its  greatest  financial  prosperity,  under  the 
pastorate  of  Brother  Bosworth,  the  church  failed  to  rid 
itself  fully  of  the  incubus  that  then  had  burdened  it  for 
twenty  years. 

ITS    PASTORATES. 

Rev.  Thomas  Dkivek,  accepted  the  invitation  of  the 
Branch  to  supply  it,  shortly  after  its  formation  in  1828, 
and  continued  the  supply  till  the  following  spring,  at 
which  time  he  was  elected  minister,  and  ordained  April 
16,  1829.  His  pastorate  continued  one  year  only. 
During  this  time,  says  the  record,  ' '  The  Divine  blessing 
evidently  descended  on  the  Branch,  and  several  were 
hopefully  converted." 

Rev.  Roeein  H.  Neale,  was  elected  minister  by  the 
Branch,  October,  1830,  shortly  after  the  dedication  of 
the  house.  He  was  then  a  student  in  the  Newton 
Theological  Institution,  and  took  charge  of  the  supply  of 
the  pulpit.  On  account  of  his  connection  with  the 
seminary,  he  was  not  publicly  installed  until  the  com- 
pletion of  his  course  in  September  15,  1833.  At  this 
time  he  entered  upon  his  labors  with  the  independent 
church,  in  hope  of  great  and  long  continued  usefulness. 
But  other  plans  were  soon  formed  by  him,  and  after 
serving  in  his  new  capacity  five  months,  he  was  dismissed 
March  19,  1834,  to  the  sorrow  and  painful  disappoint- 
ment of  the  church.     A  long  pastorate  then  seemed  to 
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be  needed  to  strengthen  and  consolidate  the  infant 
church,  for  the  want  of  which  it  suffered  much  in  the 
early  years  of  its  history. 

Rev.  Timothy  R.  Cresset,  succeeded  Brother  Neale, 
May  25,  1834,  and  closed  his  labors  with  the  church,  at 
his  own  request,  June  22,  1835,  after  a  short  pastorate 
of  one  year.  Several  years  now  elapsed,  during  which 
the  church  was  supplied  by  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  G.  Nailor, 
H.  Filly,  S.  Adlam,  and  others,  having  no  settled  pastor 
mean  time.  "  The  close  of  this  period,"  says  a  former 
historian  of  the  church,  "  was  rendered  dark  by  the 
coming  of  one  Mr.  William  Jackson,  who  ministered 
with  great  acceptance  at  first,  but  soon  introduced  discord 
and  confusion,  which,  for  the  time,  resulted  in  dividing, 
scattering  and  discouraging  the  church.  In  their  low 
estate  they  cried  unto  God,  and  he  preserved  them." 
During  these  and  subsequent  years  of  impaired  strength, 
the  church  had  a  friend  in  Deacon  Solon  Jenkins,  whose 
Christian  zeal  and  genial  piety  are  gratefully  remembered. 

Rev.  Thomas  Driver,  upon  invitation,  resumed  his 
former  pastorate  in  December,  1838,  and  continued  the 
relation  above  four  years  till  his  resignation  in  April, 
1843.  During  this  period  the  church  prospered,  and 
above  two  hundred  and  fifty  were  added  to  it  by  letter 
and  baptism.  * 

Rev.  Duncan  Dunbar,  commenced  his  ministry  in 
Nov.  1843,  and  at  his  own  request  closed  it  two  years 
from  this  time.  Much  disaffection  arose  during  this 
period,  though  not  introduced  by  him.  After  his 
departure  the  church  recorded  their  estimation  of  him 
as  follows:  "  We  regard  our  former  Pastor  as  one  of  the 
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most  prudent  and  godly  men  whose  labors  the  church 
has  enjoyed." 

Ret.  Geokge  W.  Boswoeth  accepted  a  call  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  church,  March,  1846,  and  continued  it 
until  January,  1855.  During  the  nine  years  of  his 
service  general  harmony  prevailed ;  the  Sabbath  School 
enjoyed  great  prosperity  ;  the  benevolent  enterprises  and 
contributions  of  the  church  were  largely  increased ;  it 
attained  to  great  financial  strength,  and  was  able  to  do 
proportionately  more  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel. 
After  a  successful  pastorate  of  longer  continuance  than 
any  before  or  since,  the  church  and  society  with  great 
reluctance  accepted  Brother  Bosworth's  resignation. 

Rev.  Joseph  A.  Goodhue,  was  installed  November 
22,  1855.  Rev.  Baron  Stow  preached  the  sermon. 
After  a  short  pastorate  of  one  year  and  six  months, 
Brother  Goodhue  resigned,  to  the  sorrow  of  his  friends. 
Although  his  ministry  was  short,  it  was  not  without 
fruitful  results.  Many  were  hopefully  converted  under 
his  instrumentality. 

Rev.  John  Duncan,  succeeded  to  the  pastorate, 
January  1,  1858.  Shortly  after  his  coming,  God  was 
pleased  to  bless  the  church  with  a  revival  of  religion, 
in  common  with  the  greater  number  of  the  churches  of 
6ur  Lord.  At  this  season  of  refreshing,  many  of  the 
present  members  of  the  church  were  hopefully  brought 
to  Christ.  During  this  pastorate,  the  church  suffered 
from  the  removal  of  several  of  its  families  and  leading 
members  out  of  town.  This  somewhat  weakened  the 
spiritual  power  and  the  willing  enterprise  of  those  re- 
maining.    After  serving  the  church  five  years  and  three 
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months,  Brother  Duncan  tendered  his  resignation,  which 
was  accepted  April  18,  1863. 

Rev.  Granville  S.  Abbott,  a  graduate  of  Newton 
Theological  Institute,  accepted  the  unanimous  invitation 
of  the  church,  in  the  summer  of  1863,  and  was  ordained 
and  settled  as  pastor  on  the  evening  of  September  4th, 
following  ;  since  which  time,  though  repeatedly  afflicted 
in  the  death  of  many  of  its  most  beloved  and  honored 
members,  the  church  has  been  united  and  prosperous, 
increasing  in  numbers,  and  fully  freed  from  the  debt  on 
its  house,  of  so  long  standing. 

ITS  RECORDS. 

The  records  of  the  church,  from  the  first  days  of  its 
history  until  now,  have  been  faithfully  kept.  Among  all 
the  clerks  who  have  served  the  church  well,  it  is  fitting 
to  mention  Brother  John  D.  Richardson,  who,  for  above 
sixteen  years  recorded  the  doings  of  the  church,  with 
fidelity  and  neatness  rarely  excelled, 

ITS  MISSIONARY  LABORS. 

The  South  Baptist  Church  recalls  with  pleasure  the 
many  evidences  of  its  zeal  in  spreading  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  on  earth,  at  home  and  abroad.  It  has  repre- 
sentatives on  foreign  shores.  It  looks  upon  the  mis- 
sionaries Douglas  and  sister  Marston,  and  calls  them  its 
own.  It  has  never  been  stint  in  the  distribution  of 
charities  for  the  support  of  benevolent  enterprises ;  the 
building  of  meeting-houses  in  aid   of  destitute  churches,

and  the  successful  prosecution  of  domestic  missions  in 
the  city.  It  is  due  to  the  memory  of  Deacon  George  B. 
Dexter,  to  publish  the  record  that  in  church  meeting  held 
March  18,  1853,  he  made  the  first  mention  "  of  the 
spiritual  wants  of  that  part  of  the  city  called  City  Point." 
A  mission  school  was  soon  projected  and  held  in  a 
chapel,  built  from  subscriptions,  for  the  most  part  raised 
in  the  church ;  much  of  the  credit  of  raising  which  was 
due  to  Deacon  Samuel  Hill,  who  remained  a  firm  sup- 
porter of  the  interest  during  his  life.  In  spite  of  distance 
of  travel,  and  the  performance  of  similar  labor  at  home, 
the  church  sustained  a  Sabbath  School,  and  occasional 
preaching  in  its  chapel  for  years.  After  five  years  of  labor 
at  the  Point,  it  was  voted  unanimously  in  church  meeting, 
March  26,  1858,  to  dismiss  fifteen  members  of  the  church 
at  their  request,  and  to  give  them  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  uniting  in  the  formation  of  the 
Fourth  Street  Baptist  Church.  This  church  was  accord- 
ingly fofmed,  and  in  token  of  its  increased  strength  has 
recently  entered  into  a  newly  erected  edifice.  Under  a 
faithful  corps  of  officers  and  teachers,  in  the  infant, 
intermediate  and  adult  departments,  the  Sabbath  School 
of  our  church  is  prospering  still. 

ITS  PAST  HISTORY. 

The  past  of  the  church  has  been  one  of  great  changes, 
painful  vicissitudes,  and  crushed  hopes,  towards  which 
the  shortness  of  its  pastorates  in  other  days  not  a  little 
inclined  it.  But,  scattered  through  much  adversity,  have 
been  many  tokens  of  prosperity,  and  the  Lord's  goodness 
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in  many  ways  demands  praise.  The  church  may  claim, 
without  arrogance,  to  have  been  instrumental  in  saving 
hundreds  of  souls,  to  have  been  lavish  of  its  benevolence, 
and  to  have  preserved  the  integrity  of  its  faith  until  now. 
The  Lord  bless  it  yet  more  abundantly.

ARTICLES     OF    FAITH 

ADOPTED  AUGUST  28,  1828. 


1 .  It  having  pleased  the  Lord  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of 
a  number  of  persons  to  erect  a  new  house  for  His  worship, 
which  has  been  accomplished  under  circumstances  pecu- 
liarly harmonious  and  pleasing,  and  with  evident  tokens 
of  the  approbation  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  we 
feel  it  an  incumbent  duty,  with  a  view,  as  we  trust,  to 
the  glory  of  the  rich  grace  of  the  Redeemer  which  we 
have  experienced,  and  to  the  extension  of  His  kingdom 
among  men,  and  with  the  friendly  advice  and  consent  of 
the  churches  to  which  we  belong,  to  associate  and 
covenant  together  in  the  bonds  of  Christian  fellowship, 
under  the  name  of  the  South  Baptist  Church  of 
Christ,  in  Boston,  and  knowing  that,  as  with  the  heart 

nan  believeth  unto  righteousness,  so  with  the  mouth 
confession  is  made  unto  salvation,  we  deem  it  suitable  to 
make  the  following  Declaration  of  our  views  of  Divine 
Truth. 

2.  We  believe  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men 
divinely  inspired,  and  is  a  perfect  rule  of  faith  and 
practice.

2.  That  man  was  created  holy  ;  but  by  violating  the 
law  of  his  Maker,  he  fell  from  that  state,  and  from  all 
communion  with  God ;  and  as,  by  divine  appointment, 
Adam  was  the  representative  of  all  his  posterity,  we 
through  him  became  dead  in  sins ;  so  that,  by  nature, 
we  are  indisposed  to  all  good,  and  inclined  to  all  evil, 
and  are  children  of  wrath,  and  subjects  of  death  and  of 
all  other  miseries,  temporal  and  eternal.

3.  That  the  only  way  of  salvation  from  this  state  of 
guilt  and  condemnation  is  through  the  righteousness  and 
atonement  of  Christ,  who,  as  the  good  Shepherd,  laid 
down  His  life  for  His  sheep  ;  and  that  those  only  who 
receive  the  gift  of  repentance  and  faith  in  Him,  will 
be  finally  saved  by  His  atonement.

4.  That  all  who  ever  have  been,  or  will  be  brought 
to  repentance  and  faith  in  the  Gospel,  were  chosen  in 
Christ  to  salvation,  before  the  foundation  of  the  world ; 
and  that  in  consequence  of  the  eternal  love  of  God  to 
them,  through  the  atonement,  the  Holy  Ghost  is  sent  to 
effect  the  work  of  regeneration  in  their  hearts,  without 
which  regenerating  influence  none  could  ever  repent  or 
believe.

to  communion  at  the  Lord's  Table.

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COVENANT. 

As  we  trust  we  have  been  brought  by  divine  grace,  to 
embrace  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  the  influence  of 
His  spirit,  to  give  ourselves  up  to  Him,  so  we  do  now 
solemnly  covenant  with  each  other,  as  God  shall  enable 
us,  to  walk  together  in  brotherly  love  ;  that  we  will 
exercise  a  Christian  care  and  watchfulness  over  each 
other,  and  faithfully  warn,  rebuke  and  admonish  our 
brethren,  as  the  case  shall  require ;  that  we  will  not  for- 
sake the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  nor  omit  the 
great  duty  of  prayer,  both  for  ourselves  and  others. 

"We  also  mutually  promise  to  participate  in  each  other's 
joys,  and,  with  tenderness  and  sympathy,  to  bear  each 
other's  burdens  and  sorrows ;  that  we  will  seek  divine 
aid  to  enable  us  to  Avalk  circumspectly  and  watchfully  in 
the  world,  denying  all  ungodliness  and  every  worldly  lust. 

We  also  agree  to  strive  together  for  the  support  of  a 
faithful  evangelical  ministry  among  us  ;  and  through  life, 
amidst  evil  report  and  good  report,  to  seek  to  live  to  the 
glory  of  Him  who  hath  called  us  out  of  darkness  into 
His  marvellous  light . 
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RULES   AND   REGULATIONS. 

A  church  of  Christ  is  a  society  of  baptized  believers, 
voluntarily  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting their  own  personal  holiness,  maintaining  the 
ordinances  of  the  gospel,  and  extending  the  kingdom  of 
Christ. 

Every  member  of  the  church  of  Christ  is  voluntarily 
bound  to  receive  the  doctrines  and  obey  the  precepts  of 
the  New  Testament  so  far  as  he  can  gain  a  knowledge 
of  them  ;   and  this  the  whole  church  promises  to  do. 

As  every  society  must  of  necessity  be  guided  by  some 
rules  and  regulations  in  the  performance  of  its  appropriate 
business,  and  as  the  New  Testament  has  not,  in  this 
respect,  prescribed  any  particular  form  of  government, 
each  church  is  at  liberty  to  adopt  such  a  form  as  may 
seem  best  adapted  to  promote  the  purposes  of  its 
organization  ;  provided  always,  that  such  rules  harmonize 
with  the  positive  enactments  and  fundamental  principles 
laid  down  by  Christ  and  His  apostles. 

Every  person  who  unites  with  a  church  ought  to 
understand  its  rules  and  regulations  ;  and  by  voluntarily 
forming  this  connection,  every  such  person  promises 
obedience  to  them,  unless  he  shall  find  them  to  be  at 
variance  with  the  precepts  of  the  gospel. 

The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  are  hereby 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  South  Baptist  Church 
in  Boston. 

2# 
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SECTION  I. 

OF    THE    MEETINGS    OE    THE    CHURCH. 

Art.  1.  The  regular  meetings  for  business  shall  be 
held  on  the  Friday  evening  after  the  second  Sabbath  in 
each  month.  A  special  meeting  for  business,  however, 
shall  be  called  at  any  time,  at  the  request  of  any  five 
members  of  the  church. 

Art.  2.  The  Pastor  of  the  church  shall  be  ex-officio, 
the  Moderator  of  all  its  meetings ;  but  in  his  absence, 
and  when  the  church  may  be  destitute  of  a  Pastor,  the 
senior  officer  shall  preside. 

Art.  3.  The  order  of  proceedings  in  every  business 
meeting,  shall  be  as  follows:  —  1st.  Devotional  exer- 
cises ;  2d.  Reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting ;  3d.  Reception  of  candidates ;  4th. 
Unfinished  business ;  5th.  Report  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  action  thereon ;  6th.  Miscellaneous 
business ;   7th.  Prayer. 

Art.  4.  The  ordinary  rules  of  other  deliberative 
assemblies  shall  be  observed  in  the  transaction  of 
business.  It  should  especially  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
this  being  an  assembly  of  Christians  convened  under 
the  special  notice  of  the  Saviour,  all  indecorum,  levity, 
personality,  or  unkindness,  must  be,  in  a  peculiar 
manner,  offensive  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  should  be 
carefully  avoided. 

Art.  5.  The  regular  business  meeting  for  the  month 
of  January  shall  be  the  annual  meeting  of  the  church. 
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Akt.  6.  The  church,  covenant  meeting  shall  be  held 
on  the  Friday  evening  preceding  the  first  Sabbath  in 
every  month ;  the  exercises  of  which  shall  be  conducted 
with  a  view  to  aid  in  a  preparation  for  the  communion  of 
the  Lord's  supper. 

SECTION  II. 

OF    THE    OFFICERS    OF    THE    CHUECH. 

Art.  1.  At  the  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  elected 
a  Clerk,  a  Standing  Committee,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Auditing  Committee. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a 
fair  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  church  ;  to  keep 
a  correct  list  of  all  the  names  of  members,  and  carefully 
to  note  all  changes  which  may  occur  in  the  same  ;  to  give 
certificates  of  membership  and  dismission ;  and  to  notify 
members  excluded,  of  the  action  of  the  church  respecting 
them,  and  the  charges  on  which  such  action  was  based, 
and  give  such  other  notices  to  members  as  the  church 
may  direct.  When  committees  are  appointed,  he  shall 
furnish  the  chairman  with  a  list  of  the  members  com- 
posing them,  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  or  order  under 
which  they  were  appointed,  or  the  duties  which  they  are 
expected  to  perform. 

Akt.  3.     The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 

"  Pastor,   the  Deacons,  the   Clerk,   the  Superintendent  of 

the  Sabbath  School,  and  as  many  other  members  as  the 

church  may  join.     They  shall  appoint  their  own  clerk, 

who  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of   all  their  proceedings, 
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which  record  may  be  examined  by  any  member  of  the 
church  who  may  desire  to  do  so.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  determine  the  time,  the  place,  and  the  manner 
of  conducting  their  own  meetings. 

Art.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  condition  and 
interests  of  the  church,  to  determine  on  and  introduce  to 
the  notice  of  the  church  those  measures  which  its  purity 
and  efficiency  may  seem  to  require.  They  shall  also 
examine  the  claims  of  all  benevolent  objects  which  may 
ask  the  aid  of  the  church,  and  recommend  such  as  they 
deem  worthy  of  patronage ;  and  the  time  and  manner  in 
which  these  several  objects  shall  be  presented,  and 
collections  taken  therefor. 

Art.  5.  Any  action  of  the  Standing  Committee  may 
be  called  up  and  objected  to  by  any  member  of  the 
church,  at  a  regular  meeting  for  business ;  and  all  such 
cases  shall  be  open  for  a  fair  discussion,  and  then  sub- 
mitted to  the  decision  of  the  church,  which  decision 
shall  be  final. 

Art.  6  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take 
charge  of  all  money  belonging  to  the  church,  and  received 
at  benevolent  contributions  ;  from  these  funds  he  shall 
appropriate,  for  the  assistance  of  poor  members,  on  the 
order  of  any  one  of  the  Deacons,  and  for  other  purposes, 
only  as  directed  by  a  vote  of  the  church  or  Standing 
Committee,  which  orders  and  votes  shall  be  his  proper 
vouchers  for  a  right  disbursement  of  the  church  funds. 
He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  action  of 
the  Auditing  Committee,   and  reported  to  the  church  at 
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its  annual  meeting,  or  whenever  directed  by  the  church 
so  to  do. 


SECTION  III. 

OP    THE    ADMISSION    OE    MEMBERS. 

Art.  1.  Whenever  any  person  shall  desire  to  make  a 
public  profession  of  religion  and  unite  with  this  church, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  acquaint  himself 
with  his  or  her  personal  piety,  views  of  truth,  and  a 
Christian  life ;  and  if  satisfied  of  his  or  her  fitness  for 
church-membership,  he  shall  invite  such  person  to  meet 
the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  carefully 
examine  the  religious  experience  of  the  candidate,  and 
all  other  matters  connected  with  the  case  which  may 
demand  attention,  and  advise  with  the  same,  as  to  his  or 
her  future  course. 

Art.  3.  If  the  Committee  are  satisfied  of  the  fitness 
of  the  candidate  to  proceed,  they  shall  report  the  case  to 
the  church.  Every  person  thus  reported  shall  remain  a 
candidate  for  two  weeks  ;  so  that  every  member  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  his  or 
her  character  and  religious  views  and  feelings. 

Art.  4.  The  candidate  shall  be  invited  to  meet  with 
the  church  at  its  next  stated  meeting  for  business,  and 
shall  relate  his  or  her  religious  experience,  views  of 
truth,  and  of  a  pious  life,  and  answer  such  inquiries  as 
members  may  make,  on  these  or  other  points.  The 
question  of  admission  shall  then  be  considered  and  taken. 
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Aet.  5.  Persons  desiring  to  become  members  by 
virtue  of  letters  from  sister  churches,  shall,  with  their 
letters,  give  to  the  church  such  a  general  relation  of 
their  religious  experience,  past  history  and  views,  as 
shall  satisfy  them  of  their  worthiness  of  church-fellow- 
ship, when  the  question  of  admission  shall  be  acted  on. 

Akt.  6.  When  objection  is  made  to  the  reception  o* 
any  candidate,  the  question  of  admission  shall  be  deferred 
till  the  objection  shall  be  removed,  or  shall  be  waived  by 
the  member  objecting.  If  the  objection  be  still  persisted 
in,  the  church  shall  take  such  action  as  the  merits  of  the 
case  may  seem  to  require. 

Art.  7.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a  member  of 
this  church  who  uses  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquor  as 
a  beverage,  or  who  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or 
traffic  of  the  same. 


SECTION  IV. 

OF     DISMISSIONS. 

Aet.   1.     Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  receive 
on  application,  a  letter  of  dismission,  and  recommendation 
to  any  sister  church,  provided  such  member  can  be  under 
its  care  and  oversight. 

Aet.  2.  Members  leaving  this  vicinity,  and  becoming 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  a  sister  church,  are  desired 
and  expected  to  take  letters  of  dismission  to  that  church. 

Aet.  3.  Letters  of  dismission  shall  not  be  considered 
valid  after  six  months  from  their  date,  and  this  fact  shall 
be  expressed  in  such  letters. 
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Art.  4.  No  member  shall  be  regarded  as  dismissed 
from  us,  until  we  are  informed  of  his  or  her  regular  con- 
nection with  some  sister  church. 


SECTION  V. 

OP    THE    DISCIPLINE    OP    THE    CHURCH. 

Art.  1.  In  all  cases  of  personal  grief  between  mem- 
bers, the  member  offended  shall  first  endeavor  to  be 
reconciled  to  his  brother,  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
gospel ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  communicate 
his  grievances  to  the  church  till  he  has  fully  complied 
with  these  rules. 

Art.  2.  If  such  means  prove  ineffectual,  the  aggrieved 
member  shall  communicate  the  matter  to  the  church 
through  the  Standing  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  give  all  such  cases  a  thorough  and  impartial  investiga- 
tion, and  make  a  full  report  of  the  same  to  the  church, 
without  delay. 

Art.  3.  The  church  shall  receive  the  case  from  the 
Committee,  and  take  such  action  thereon  as  they  may 
deem  proper  ;  provided  always,  that  final  action  shall  not 
be  taken,  till  the  parties  at  variance  have  had  an 
opportunity  for  an  impartial  hearing,  of  which  they  shall 
have  seasonable  notice. 

Art.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  investigate  reports  which  may  come  to  their 
knowledge,  prejudicial  to  the  moral  or  religious  character 
of  any  member ;  and  when  convinced  that  any  member 
has  pursued  a  course  of  conduct  or  imbibed  doctrines 
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incompatible  with  Christian  character  and  a  pious  life, 
they  shall  report  the  case  to  the  church,  specifying  the 
definite  points  of  defection,  upon  which  the  church 
may  act. 

Art.  5.  The  church  shall  receive  the  matter  from 
the  Committee,  and  where  the  alleged  offence  admits  of 
so  doing,  they  shall  labor  to  restore  the  erring,  till  satisfied 
of  penitence,  or  that  the  honor  and  welfare  of  the  church 
demand  the  member's  exclusion. 

Art.  6.  All  cases  of  personal  difficulty  between  mem- 
bers, if  such  members  neglect  or  refuse  to  use  the  proper 
means  to  remove  them,  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  treated  according  to  the  last  two  Articles. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  look  after  members  whom  they  know  to  be 
habitually  absent  from  public  worship,  the  meetings  of 
the  church,  or  communion,  and  if  they  find  no  good 
reason  for  such  absence,  and  fail  to  induce  the  delinquent 
member  to  return  to  duty,  they  shall  report  the  case  to 
the  church,  and  they  shall  take  such  action  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  absent,  or 
residing  at  a  distance,  and  not  in  the  vicinity  of  a  sister 
church,  to  give  information  of  their  residence  and  religious 
condition.  And  members  thus  absent,  who  fail  to  give 
such  information  as  often  as  once  a  year,  shall  forfeit 
their  standing  in  the  church.  The  Standing  Committee 
shall  note  and  report  to  the  church  all  cases  of  the 
violation  of  this  rule. 
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SECTION  VI. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Art.  1.  Each  member  of  the  church  shall  receive  a 
copy  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  which,  it  is  desired, 
should  be  understood  and  cheerfully  complied  with.  And 
any  wilful  violation  of  them  will  be  regarded  as  an 
injury  and  offence  against  the  church,  demanding  careful 
attention. 

Art.  2.  Any  article  herein  contained  may  be  altered 
or  rescinded,  or  any  new  article  may  be  added,  provided 
the  change  proposed  be  submitted  one  month  previous  to 
its  discussion  or  adoption,  and  it  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  thereon. 

Art.  3.  All  rules  or  by-laws  heretofore  adopted  by 
this  church,  and  not  herein  incorporated,  are  hereby 
rescinded ;  and  all  former  rules  and  by-laws  herein  incor- 
porated, shall  hereafter  be  known  only  in  their  present 
form,  unless  subsequently  modified.
